Bangor's 
jobbing trade is steadily expanding and 
likewise the retail business is of large 
proportions. The lumber market has not 
been In an entirely satisfactory condition 
and yet tbe amount surveyed in the port 
of Bangor for 1892 Is well up to the aver- 
age, being 180,000,000 feet.
